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SUB J : UN SAYS EGYPTIAN DESIRE MOVE UNEF HQ TO CAIRO 
HAS NO POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE 

1. IN VIEW OF PRESS REPORTS THAT UNEF HAS BEEN ASKED 
TO MOVE ITS HEADQUARTERS FROM ISMAILIA TO CAIRO, WE 

ASKED SECRETARIAT'S JONAH WHAT LAY BEHIND EGYPTIAN REQUEST. 
JONAH SAID EGYPTIANS’ SOLE REASON FOR DESIRING MOVE WAS 
TO SATISFY SUEZ CANAL AUTHORITY'S DEMAND FOR RETURN 
OF BUILDINGS NOW USED BY UNEF HQ PERSONNEL. HE SAID MATTER 
HAD NO POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE WHATSOEVER. EVEN IF 
HEADQUARTERS PERSONNEL WERE TO MOVE- AND UNEF WILL CONTINUE 
RESIST THIS BECAUSE OF GREATER LOGISTICAL CONVENIENCE OF 
ISMAILIA- CANADIAN AND POLISH TROOPS WOULD REMAIN WHERE 
THEY ARE. 

2. JONAH REMARKED THAT EGYPTIANS WERE ANNOYED THAT UN/ 

EGYPT DIFFERENCES OVER LOCATION OF UNEF HQ HAD SURFACED. 

HE SAID EGYPTIANSAPPARENTLY SUSPECTED UN OF HAVING LEAKED 
MATTER TO ISRAELIS SO AS TO PRESSURE CAIRO TO 
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
